Russia  Resumes  Atom  Tests; 
Wife  of  Late  Senator  Dies 

MOSCOW  (UPI) — Russia  confirms  that  it  has  resumed  the 
testing  of  nuclear  weapons.  The  Soviets  charged  that  the  United 
States  and  Britain  are  blocking  Russian  efforts  to  secure  a uni- 
versal ban  on  such  tests. 

CINCINNATI,  OHIO  (UPI— Mrs.  Martha  Taft— the  68-year- 
old  widow  of  Senator  Robeft  Taft  who  helped  “Mr.  Republican” 
over  his  campaign  trails — died  Thursday  in  Cincinnati. 

WASHINGTON  (UPI) — Nationalist  China  is  on  notice  Friday 
that  the  U.  S.  is  willing  to  Negotiate  with  Red  China  in  return  for 
a cease  fire.  But  won’t  attempt  appeasement.  Officials  say  that’s  the 
essence  of  the  message  Secretary  Dulles  sent  the  American  Em- 
bassy in  Formosa  yesterday. 

STUTTGART,  GERMANY  (UPI) — Contenders  for  the  title  of 
the  “world’s  best  plowman,”  including  a three-man  team  from 
the  Uniter  States,  prepared  today  to  match  skills  at  the  world 
plowing  championships  opening  Friday. 

NEW  YORK  CITY  (UPI) — The  third  day  of  a deck  officer’s 
strike  has  tied  up  the  liners  “United  States”  and  “America”  and 
has  stranded  thousands  of  tourists  on  both  sides  of  the  Atlantic. 

UNITED  NATIONS  (UPI) — The  28-nation  Afro-Asian  bloc 
has  stepped  into  the  Formosa  crisis.  Prompted  by  Indonesia,  the 
bloc  in  the  UN  has  called  a meeting  for  Friday  to  try  to  find  ways 
of  relaxing  tension  in  the  Far  East. 

MONROVIA,  CALIFORNIA  (UPI) — Flames  roared  through 
the  dry  underbrush  in  the  foothills  above  Monrovie,  Calif.,  Thurs- 
day. . . . forcing  an  estimated  200  families  to  evacuate  their  homes.

m STORY!  WHAT  HAPPENED? 


Newspapers  and  newspapermen  are  being 
honored  this  week  (Oct.  1-8)  in  seven  days 
which  were  set  aside  back  in  1940  to  publicize 
service  rendered  by  the  nation  s thousands  of 
daily  and  weekly  netvspapers. 

This  is,  of  course,  the  ideal  time  for  a paper 
to  toot  their  own  horn  if  they  are  ever  going 
to.  And  newspapers  have  been  accused  of  being 
ego-centric  in  times  past. 

But,  this  being  national  Newspaper  Week 
it  does  seem  an  ideal  time  to  explain  to  Brig- 
ham Young  University  students  the  news  be- 
hind the  news — by  what  mysterious  process 
does  a student  submit  an  article  to  the  Daily 
Universe  on  Friday  and  have  one  of  the  follow- 
ing four  things  happen  to  it: 

EVER  EXPERIENCE  THIS? 

1.  It  never  appears  in  print. 

2.  It  does  appear  in  print  but  the  story 
scarcely  resembles  original. 

3.  The  story  on  Freshman  Week  appears  in 
Christmas  issue. 

4.  Story  appears  as  desired,  when  desired! 

The  student  asks  himself  how  so  many  pos- 
sibilities can  emerge  when  the  reporter  dis- 
tinctly promised  tomorrow’s  paper,  front  pagej 
bigger  spread  than  any  other  social  unit,  etc. 

These  are  good  questions.  The  answer  lies 
in  knowing  the  mechanics  involved  in  putting 
out  a paper; 

First  of  all,  the  newspaper  editors  and  re- 
porters are  basically  dedicated  to  the  proposi- 
tion that  the  paper  is,  in  this  case,  the  Voice 
of  the  Brigham  Young  University.  No,  this  is 
not  always  true.  But,  basically  the  newsman 


can  enjoy  his  or  her  work  only  if  it  is  felt  some 
service  is  rendered. 

The  backshop  press  is  anxious,  as  are  the 
newsmen,  to  effect  a work  of  art  in  the  edition 
that  is  being  put  to  press. 

But.  here  are  some  of  the  determining  fac- 
tors: It  takes  several  hours  to  obtain  the  news,  | 
a few  more  to  write  it;  then  it  is  trimmed  to  j 
fit  the  page  which  has  the  days’  ads  blocked  in } 
already.  It  takes  a while  longer  to  check  it  for  i 
mistakes  after  the  press  has  set  the  story  in 
type. 

After  the  check  (one  check  for  errors  must 
cover  all  of  them)  the  type  is  “locked  up”  into 
pages,  one  frame  around  each  page  to  keep 
the  type  together.  The  locking  up  completed, 
the  frames  are  put  in  the  press,  inked,  then 
proceed  to  come  out  at  approximately  the  rate 
of  3,000  paper  per  hour  on  the  BYU  press. 

ihe  time  factor  will  be  different  on  each 
paper. 

JIG  SAW  PUZZLE 

In  the  process  of  hurrying  to  fit  the  day’s 
stories  in,  some  are,  of  course,  hurriedly 
trimmed,  while  some  are  postponed  to  make 
room  for  a story  which  “just  has  to  run  now.” 

It  is  often  discovered  on  lock-up  that  a 
paragraph,  headline,  etc.  have  got  to  go  if  there 
is  going  to  be  any  lock-up  at  all.  There’s  just 
so  much  room. 

A little  screaming  and  hair  pulling  can  go 
on  here  as  the  reporter  or  editor  watches  his 
story’  clever  ending  being  thrown  out. 

Complicated?  The  paper  and  the  press  go 
through  it  every  day. 


DON’T  LET  FIRE  HAPPEN 


So  far  Brigham  Young  University  has  never 
burned  down. 

It  isn’t  expected  that  it  ever  will — not  the 
whole  school  at  least.  Fires  that  big  usually 
happen  in  Chicago. 

But,  what  about  the  little  fires  that  can  be- 
gin so  easily?  It  is  almost  a sure  bet,  unless 
something  is  done  to  prevent  carelessness,  that 
some  property-destroying  or  death-dealing 
blaze  will  occur  in  Provo,  or  on  the  BYU' cam- 
pus, in  the  next  week. 

Fire  Prevention  Week.  Oct.  5-11  as  pro- 
claimed by  Gov.  George  D.  Clyde,  asks  only 
that  the  simple  rules  for  fire  prevention  publi- 
cized during  this  week  are  so  observed  during 
52  weeks  of  the  year. 

A letter  to  the  Daily  Universe  from  Sher- 
man T.  Hunter,  chairman  of  the  Fire  Preven- 
tion Division,  TJtah  Safety  Council,  says:  “The 
past  year  1957  was  the  first  time  in  all  history 


that  our  national  building  fire  loss  exceeded 
one  billion  dollars  and  according  to  reports  the 
loss  so  far  this  year  is  up  4.4  per  cent  over  the 
corresponding  period  of  last  year.” 

Mr.  Hunter  adds  that  the  purpose  of  Fire 
Prevention  Week  is  to  direct  attention  to  the 
use  of  fire-care  in  the  home,  community,  busi- 
ness, classroom  and  nation. 

Eleven  school  fires  of  one  nature  or  another 
are  encountered  every  day.  Major  causes  in- 
clude defective  home  wiring  and  children  left 
home  alone  to  play  with  matches. 

Fires  happen  easily,  as  attested  by  the  fact 
that  11,3(X)  deaths  were  caused  by  it  last  year 
in  addition  to  property  damage  in  excess  of  one 
billion  dollars. 

Here,  at  BYU,  with  9,7(X)  students,  it  could- 
create  a serious  fire  hazard  if  any  one  of  us 
were  careless.

PEANUT  BUTTER  SAUCE  . 

by  International  News  Service 
Kids  like  peanut  butter  in 
sandwiches  and  cookies  but 
grownups  will  go  for  it,  too — 
as  a sauce  for  vegetables. 

To  make  it,  melt  one  table- 
spoon of  butter  or  margarine  in 
a pan  over  boiling  water,  blend 
in  one-fourth  cup  peanut  butter, 
add  two  teaspoons  of  flour,  one- 
half  teaspoon  of  salt,  a little  pep- 
per and  stir  until  smooth.  Then 
stir  in  one  cup  of  milk  slowly. 
Cook  over  boiling  water  until 
thickened,  stirring  constantly. 

This  makes  about  one  cup  of 
sauce  and  goes  especially  well  on 
cooked  cabbage,  onions  or  cauli- 
flower.
